

New band shell is sought by local chamber 


The quest for a new city band shell, to 
replace the one blown away in a January 
windstorm in 1984, has begun by the Sierra 
Madre Chamber of Commerce, under the 
guidance of Nancy Miller. They hope to have 
the shell in place for the July 4 activities 
this year. 

Miller told The News that Mike Hamner, 
who works with Sierra Madrean Fred Wesley 
as an architect, is in the process of designing 
a band shell in the Spanish motif that will 
blend in with the city hall and pavilion. 

“He is doing the proposed structure that 
will be presented to the Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Commission as soon as it is completed,” 
Miller explained. 

Plans for raising money are being for¬ 
mulated, but in the meantime. Miller suggests 
those who wish to send a donation should 
make their check out to “Band Shell Fund” 
and send the checks to the Sierra Madre 
Chamber of Commerce office at 245 W. Sierra 


Madre Blvd., Sierra Madre, 91024. Donations 
are tax-deductible. 

At their board meeting Tuesday, the cham¬ 
ber started the fund with $100. Miller plans 
to establish a thermometer in a very visible 
part of Sierra Madre, indicating the growth of 
the fund to the top. At this point the amount 
needed for the shell has not yet been de¬ 
termined. 

Miller added that she is sending letters 
to all volunteer groups and schools to inform 
them of the fund-raiser. 

Two hundred badges have been donated 
to be given to the first 200 donors. The badges 
will read “1 own a piece of the shell.” 

According to history, pieces out of earlier 
issues of the Sierra Madre News, the original 
band shell purchase was authorized by the 
Sierra Madre City Council the week of May 
30, 1963. Cost was $3800 and was taken from 
the ’63-’64 budget. Authorization was given 
the Parks and Recreation Commission to pur¬ 


chase the fiberglass shell with delivery sched¬ 
uled for June. 

The first concert took place June 21, 
1963, 8 p.m. 

“The long-awaited band stand shell will 
highlight the performance adding new sound 
and color to the entire presentation,” the news 
article stated. 

Director A. Allen Sheppert announced 
that the Pasadena College trumpet trio per¬ 
formed at that first concert that included 
“the highest percentage of Sierra Madre re¬ 
sidents participating in the history of the 
group.” 

Although there were 40 regular members, 
more participants were urged to join the city 
band. Band rehearsals were held every Thurs¬ 
day evening, 7:30 p.m. in the cafetorium at 
Sierra Mesa School. 

Perhaps a new band shell will encourage 
commissioning another city band with Friday 
night concerts to take place once more. 


The Chamber of Commerce went on re¬ 
cord Tuesday morning supporting Amelia Lo¬ 
pez at Touch of France for her request to 
serve from small tables in front of her busi¬ 
ness on Sierra Madre Blvd.

Although she was born in Chicago and lived 
for a short period in Rome, N.A'., Catherine 1 ur- 
ney has been a Southern Californian since 1922 
and a Sierra Madrean for two years.

Another play, “My Dear Children," staircd 
John Barrymore and ran for a year in Chicago, 
five months on Broadway before he lelt to make 
more money in a movie. 

While under contract with Warner Bros., she 
wrote two plays for Bette Davis and co-wroie 
the movie script, “Mildred Pierce.’ which won 
Joan Crawford an .Academy .Awaril. 

She became friends with Davis and Craw lord 
and notes that both were hard workers, “loan was 
very disciplined and was a strict disciplinaiiaii. 
'res, 1 met Christina, her daughter. 1 suppose there 
is a little truth in the book (“Mommie Dearest" 
by Crawford’s daughter), but it seems to me she 
(Christina) had a lot going for her." 

About Davis, Turney says. “She is a strong- 
minded woman and always will be. She is de¬ 
dicated." 

Although Turney wrote three moving pictures 
for Barbara Stanwyck, she says, “We didn t hit it 
off.” 

According to Turney, these actresses all watitcd 
happy relationships with men but had a succession 
of unhappy marriages. 

Turney also had two utisuccessful marriages 
with actors, “I understood them. I was a carcci 
woman and the career did iiitcrlcre with my 
marriages.” 

Most career women, she says, had to pkiy by 
men’s rules when they worked for the movie 
studios. She also says, “1 think a good many 
writers of my era went on and some did well. 
Others did not. I came to Warners in 1943. I 
was lucky. 1 hit it at a good time. Liming is 
everything.” 

She also wrote a movie, “Byron’s Daughter,” 
published by Simon and Schuster, a Scribner’s 
biography of the English poet’s daughter by his 

half-sister. , , , ,■ 

Turney says of her work on the book lor 

Church of .Ascension, “When Father Bchm asked 
if I would write the parish history, 1 said I’d 
love to, not having any conception ot what it 
would entail. It has been an extremely heartwarming 
and rewarding experience. Father Bchm has been 
very supportive and functions as editor. He is an 
all-around nice person.” 

She names active parishioners who have assisted 
her with the feat: Richard and Nanette Dougall 
of Monrovia who have collaborated in pictures and 
layouts for the book, Carol Pearson of Pasadena. 
Janet Wood and Hall Perry of Sierra Madre 
as well as Jane Rickard, Gail Skiles, Betty Nichol¬ 
son, Edna Meeder and Mary Stetson, all of Sierra 
Madre. 

Turney is not the only artist to participate 
in the church’s activities May 19, the 10 a.m.

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Salute to Brother Joe 

Brother Joe is gone. But the Catholic 
Passionist Brother has not been forgotten. 

In fact, over 550 Sierra Madre 
residents — from all religious per¬ 
suasions — signed a petition urging the 
Provincial in Chicago to allow Brother Joe 
to remain in the Sierra Madre location of 
the Passionist order. However, rules are 
rules, and rules said Brother Joe had 
already been in Sierra Madre too long. 
During the 40 years he had been in the 
order, he had spent 35 of them here. The 
usual tenure is four years in each location. 

Those 3V2 decades were spent main¬ 
taining the Passionist property at the top of 
Sunnyside in Sierra Madre, landscaping, 
building the Stations of the Cross, cook¬ 
ing at the monastery, and making sure 
the local children got to school on time. 

What happens to him now? He has 
been returned to Chicago, probably to be 
maintenance man at the Order there. 

He will not be in the town he grew to 
love and that town that loved him.

Perfect Title 

The Post Office Department of Wash¬ 
ington, making careful investigation of the 
titles to proposed post office sites in 
Louisiana, received title proof as far back 
as 1803, but, not satisfied, wrote for 
evidence as to prior titles. 

An attorney replied; 

“I note your comment upon the fact 
that the record of title sent you as ap¬ 
plying to lands under consideration, dates 
only from the year 1803, and your present 
request tor an extension of the record 
prior to that date. 

“Please be advised that the Govern¬ 
ment of the United States acquired the 
Territory of Louisiana, including the tract 
to which your inquiry applies, by purchase 
from the Government of France in the year 
1803. 

“The Government of France acquired 
title by conquest from the Government of 
Spain; the Government of Spain acquired 
title by discovery of one Christopher Co¬ 
lumbus, traveler and explorer, resident of 
Genoa, Italy, who by agreement concern¬ 
ing the acquisition of title to any lands 
discovered, traveled and explored under 
the sponsorship and patronage of her 
Majesty, the Queen of Spain. 

“The Queen had verified her arrange¬ 
ment and received sanction of her titie 
by consent of the Pope, a resident of 
Rome, Italy, an ex officio representative 
and vice regent of Jesus Christ.” 

“Jesus Christ was the Son and Heir 
Apparent of God, God made Louisiana.” 

“I trust this complies with your re¬ 
quest.”

Pasadena kids are 
involved in smog check 

Very few things affect 
each and every one of 
your readers. The air we 
breathe is one of those 
things and it’s getting 
cleaner thanks to people 
like Bruce Jenner, Pedro 
Guerrero, the Los An¬ 
geles Dodgers and now, 
16(X) Pa.sadena sixth gra¬ 
ders. 

They are all part of the 
effort to educate the 


public about the behefits 
of Smog Check, the ve¬ 
hicle inspection program 
designed to reduce harm¬ 
ful automotive emis¬ 
sions. 

The sixth graders are 
participating in “Smog 
Check for a Cleaner To¬ 
morrow,’’ a public 
school program current¬ 
ly taking place in Pa¬ 
sadena. It is designed to 
reach tomorrow’s car 
owners and establish at 
an early age the im¬ 
portance of preserving 
the environment. As part 
of the lesson plan, the 
children draw posters de¬ 
picting the benefits of 
Smog Check. The con¬ 
test winner will receive 
tickets to a baseball 
game and the oppor¬ 
tunity to meet Pedro and 
the team afterwards. 

The judging panel will 
be made up of com¬ 
munity representatives, 
among them Congress¬ 
man Moorhead, 22nd 
District; Pasadena School 
Superintendent l.inda 
Davis and local artist 
Steve Heino. The win¬ 
ning poster will be 
duplicated and dis¬ 
tributed statewide to 
help promote Smog 
Check. 

We invite you to be a 
part of this important 
public service and see 
first-hand how the prog¬ 
ram is being carried out 
in the classroom. Teach¬ 
ers and children will be 
available for interviews 
and photographs, as will 
officials from the Bureau 
of Automotive repair, 
the state agency which 
admitiisters Smog Check. 

Smog Check affects 12 
million motorists in the 
state of California, and 
the program has been 
successful in reducing 
harmful emissions after 
one year of operation. 
“Smog Check for a

CARE OF A SICK BIRD 
Part 2: “Symptoms & Remedies 


Last week 1 discussed measures which 
can be taken to prevent some of the more 
common illnesses in a pet bird. Despite your 
efforts, it is possible that your bird may 
become ill, so it is a good idea to become 
aware of symptoms and remedies. 

Listlessness, diarrhea, excessive sneezing, 
or puffed out feathers, are signs of illness. 
During a moult, a bird might show some of 
these symptoms. If your bird is not in moult, 
however, you should act immediately because 
birds lose body heat and become dehydrated 
rapidly. If you feel your bird is very ill, 
take him to a veterinarian who specializes in 
avian medicine. 

For home treatment, your first step is to 
I isolate the sick bird from any other birds. 
Observe your bird and try to determine the 
extent of his symptoms. Check his body 
carefully for any lumps, sores or other ab¬ 
normalities. Treat surface abrasions with hy¬ 
drogen peroxide, but for other external prob¬ 
lems, see the vet. I 

In treating your bird for viruses, warmth 
is the key. Partially cover the cage and place 
a sheltered 40-watt lightbulb at the bottom. 

If your bird is too weak to perch, place 
him on a towel in a partially-covered shoebox 
with a heating pad (low setting) under the box. 
Body heat works well too. 1 had success in 
saving a bird of mine by holding him 24- 
hours against my chest. 

Concerning medicine — there are many 
over-the-counter formulas for various prob¬ 
lems such as diarrhea, constipation and colds. 
If you’re not sure what’s wrong, try a genera 
medication such as Marval Aid (made by 8 
in 1 Pet Products, Inc.). 

Never administer aspirin, as this will lower 
the body temperature of your bird. Most 
important, by observing your bird’s daily con¬ 
dition, you will be able to spot the early 
signs of illness and prevent the development ot 
more serious problems.

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Sierra Madre boasts three 
famous craftsman homes

Sierra Madre can claim three crallsman won¬ 
ders that were built by the lamous architect- 
brother team of Charles and Henry Cirecne. How¬ 
ever, today these homes may be diHicult to re- 
coy ni/e. 

One, for exatnple, is wedged between apartments 
that are located at 585 W. Sierra Madre Blvd., 
the northwest corner ol Sierra Madre Hlvd. and 
Sunnyside. You can see the house on Sunnyside 
between the front atid back units ol the apart¬ 
ment complex, rite house is also converted to 
apartments. Ihis ct)nstruction took place in the 
I95()s when laigene and Dorothy Baird purchased 
the property. 

In 1908 Greene and Greene built the home for 
William and Ida l.awless, who were very piominetit 
in Sierra Madre civic and cultural affairs. He was a 
Sierra Madre mayor iti the late I92()s and she later 
owned the Wistaria Vine, improving the garden and 
spurring matiy activities taking place thete. 

I he house was two-story with a second floor 
slcepitig porch oti the east side olleritig a wonder¬ 
ful view of mountains and valley. Some ol the 
lovely features of the home, such as staiticd glass 
windows, were stt)lcn at the time ol the aparttuent 
construction. 

Mrs. l.awless also had a pergola built by 
Greene atid Greene to enhance her beautiful garden, 
fhis pergola extended 1(K) leet to the west connect¬ 
ing her property with the George H. Letteau 
(later .1. (). Smith) home thcti located at 609 W. 
Sierra Mailre Blvd. 

flic carriage house for this l awless home was 
saved when the back apartments were built. Rather 
than allow it to be torn down, Mr. Baird had it 
moved to its present location next to the arcade 
parking lot at .^70 W. Sierra Madre Blvd. behind 
the home at 390. 

I he nu)st famous Cireetic atid Greene home in 
Sierra Madre has the address today of 327 Sierra 
Woods Drive. Originally that address was listed as 
497 W. Grand View Avenue and was for almost 
30 years the home of the Stringfellow family. 
It was built in 1904 for well known Sierra Madrean 
I'dgai W'. Gamp and his family. 

Gamp, an attorney, was a member of the 
California State Assembly iti 1903 and after the 
incorporation of the city of Sierra Madre in 1907, 
served as a member of the first C ity C’ouncil. 
He lived here until 1937. 

The house was built on a rise above Gratid 
View as the “epitome of a mountain bungalow.” 
Its original outer construction was brown board and 
batten. The architects used their skill iti design to 
have the home blend with the natural setting, 
liven roof slopes correspond to the slopes ol 
the mountaitis in the backgroutid. 

Ihe original home spread out in one story 
with a large living and dining room forming a front 
terrace with a view of the valley. 1 here was a den 
with fireplace, kitcheti, pantry, laundry room, 4 
bedrooms, maid’s room and screened porch. A 
secimd story over the bedroom wing was later 
added by the Greenes and is reached by a generous 
cctUral stairway atid hall. 

1 here are massive stone lircplaccs with wood 
mantles in both the living and ditiing rooms. On 
the hearth at either side of the living room fire-

place, two boulders project in a natural way to 
form two seats. 

One of the most picturesque features of the 
home is at the rear, a monumental boulder chim¬ 
ney that seems to rise from the earth for a 
startling bit of natural decoration. 

Oregon Pine was used extensively on interior 
walls. However, over the years, as was often com¬ 
mon, much of the wood was painted over. Also, 
the exterior was covered with grey shingles. 

In the 1960s, after the death of Mr. and Mrs. 
Stringfellow, the property was sold to Mr. McNulty, 
the developer. The beautiful trees on the estate 
were to be saved. But they were the first to go 
before several modern homes were built on the new¬ 
ly-formed cul-de-sac of Sierra Woods Dr. The old 
house was also to be torn down but a great 
hue and cry was raised and fortunately the home 
was saved. It was purchased by Wally and Jan 
Hurff, the present owners. 

At that time the Hurffs were told this was 
not a Greene and Greene house and for seven 
years they lived there believing that. Jan Hurff 
says, however, from the first time she stepped 
inside the home, she knew that it was special 
and felt a “grip on her heart.” 

Then one day the doorbell rang. When Jan 
answered, it was a man inquiring about her 
Greene and Greene house. Jan replied that it was 
not by the Greenes, the man said, “Oh, yes, 
it is,” and introduced himself. He was Randell 
McKinson, the curator of the Gamble house in 
Pasadena and the leading authority on the Greenes. 

Also in this home, as they often did, the 
architects designed many built-ins and furniture to 
blend with the style and feeling of the place. 
Much of their furniture is of museum quality and 
much was built by master craftsman Peter Hall. 
Hall had his own shop and could handle the spe¬ 
cialized work from the Greenes’ drawing boards. 
Alice Hall Hodgkins is the daughter of Peter Hall, 
and Marilyn Saiss, the grandaughter. Both women 
are longtime Sierra Madre residents. 

The third Greene and Greene home here is 
located at 197 N. Mt. Trail and for many years 
the house was known, but not the address. It was 
discovered by chance by Pasadena antique dealer 
Jack Moore when he attended a sale at the house, 
fie returned with Mackinson and with the plans 
and decreed it an authentic Greene and Greene.

It was built as a small one-bedroom home for 
speculation for client Jennie Reeve for whom (he 
Greenes had built several houses. Today the house 
is painted “un-Greene-like” white with green shut¬ 
ters, but once inside, you know it’s a gem of 
theirs. The living room has not beeti chatiged and 
has original wood, built-in bookcase, dining wall 
cabinet and fireplace. A later back addition did 
not alter the character of the house. 

Charles Sumner Greene (1968-1957) and Hem_\ 
Mather Greene (1870-1954) were born in Gincinnati, 
Ohio, attended manual arts high school together 
and graduated from MIT in 1891. I hey came to 
Pasadena to visit their parents and never returned 
east. 


Begitniitig their architectural practice here in 
1893. they first designed houses in the fashionable 
style of the day. After I9()(). their distinctive style 
etnerged and they were recogiii/cd as true artists 
and craftsmen, flic highest form of their art and 
work is expressed in the Blaeker home, 1907, in 
Pasadetia and the Gamble House, 1908. 

Ihe donating of the Gamble House to the 
city of Pasadena and USG by Gamble grandson, 
James (iamhie, in 1966 brought renewed interest 
in the work of the Greenes. We are lortunate 
that these \estages of their efforts retnain in Sierra 
Madre.

It was around 1921, our family was still 
liv ing on Suffolk Avenue. This was one of my 
first trips to the city on my own. Although 
I was only 6, I felt perfectly safe . . . 
after all, it was impossible to get lost in the 
middle of this town. 

1 walked the 100 or so yards from my 
home, past the small park on the southwest 
corner of Sierra Madre Blvd. and Baldwin. 

It extended west to about the east wall of what 
is now the Sierra Madre Hotel, which was 
built about 1925-26. In the center of this park 
was a bandstand, about 20-feet square. 

When the Central Garage was built, the 
bandstand wa parked on a vacant lot on the 
southeast corner of Montecito and Baldwin. It 
was later moved to the city park at Sierra 
Madre Blvd. and Hermosa. 

But back to my venture — 1 turned west 
on the south side of Sierra Madre Blvd. on 
a sidewalk stained by leaves and blossoms from 
the orange orchard that ran from the west 
end of the park to Auburn Ave. I was ob¬ 
livious of anybody else around me. 1 was 
simply taking in the sights and enjoying the 
beauty of that gorgeous mountain against the 
clear blue sky, unhampered by haze. 

Across the street in front of the City 
Hall was a small group of men. In their 
midst was Art Udell, the city marshal. He 
had his foot up on the bumper of the police 
car, a Model T. Touring, as he talked to 
these men. He wore cowboy boots and a

western hat which added height to an already 
tall man, and the biggest Hog Leg on his hip 
1 had ever seen. In tact, it was my first 

close-up of any kind of gun. 

Moments later, coming down the tracks, 
a huffin’ and a puffin’, was a sight that 
Sierra Madreans would see tor the lirst and 
last time: a real, honest-to-goouness steam 
locomotive on the P.E. tracks. It was pulling 
three box cars. 

The circus was coming to town. Half an 
hour later, it seemed that half the people in 
town were down at the end ot the car 
line where there was enough room to park a 
dozen street cars. By now I was with my big 
brother as we were waiting for something to 

happen and it did. 

They opened up one of the box cars 
and out came a humongous animal. I was 
standing about 20 leet in trout ot him. He 
raised his head, and I screamed. 1 know I 
must have broken some kind ot record tor 
running backwards. Alter all, I hadn t even 
seen a picture of a girattc betore. They must 
have had that poor beast on his knees the 
whole trip. 

The next scene was the northeast corner ot 
Sierra Madre Blvd. and Mt. Trail. 1 would 
say that there were at least live acres ot 
vacant property where they raised two large 
tents. 1 didn’t attend the circus, but I really 
wasn’t disappointed . . . besides, 1 had already 
had my big scare and thrill tor the day.

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Micronesia is a way to ‘get away from it aii’ Children’s Museum shows exhibit

This is the first in a series of articles about 
a recent trip to Micronesia by the travel editor. Ed. 

Travelers who want to “get away from it all” 
now have an alternative to the frigid Antarctic or 
the torrid Sahara — one of the loneliest places 
in the world, and one of the loveliest. 

Stretching across the South Pacific Ocean over 
an area larger than the continental U.S., this 
paradise is comprised of over 2000 tiny, verdant 
islands with a total land mass less than half the 
size of Rhode Island. It includes the Gilberts, the 
Palaus, the Marshalls, the Marianas and the Caro¬ 
lines which have joined together to become what 
is called Micronesia (small islands). 

Only 96 of its islands are populated. The rest 
are untouched, uninhabited gems of the Pacific. 

Micronesia is truly off the beaten path. The 
nearest “big city” is Darwin, Australia, over 18(X) 
miles to the south and west. Its myriad of coral 
reefs discourage cruise ships from visiting. Many of 
the larger ships which try it end up sitting, for¬ 
lorn and forsaken, stranded on the treacherous 
shoals. By plane, it is 11 hours from Honolulu, 
served twice a week by Air Micronesia. 

We took a small ship, the Ihorlinn, of a size 
to maneuver into shallow waters, on a 12-day 
cruise in the eastern Carolines, starting at historic 
Truk and ending at beautiful Ponape, visiting nine 
islands on our trek. 

English was spoken by the children and enough 
of the adults to act as interpreters for tho.se 
who didn’t, due to the fact that, since World 
War 11, Micronesia has been a U.S. Trust Territory 
and English is the second language in all the schools, 
as well as a major means of common communi¬ 
cation between the islanders who often speak totally 
different tongues from their closest neighbors.

Sierra Madre Library 1935 history reveais pioneers 


The following was lil 
read by W. W. Alley, ai 
president of the board of e; 
trustees, of Sierra Madre a 
Library, on Friday, Apr. 

26, 1935: b 

The Sierra Madre Lib- w 
rary is the 4th oldest tl 
city library in L.A. w 
County and the tenth F- 
oldest in Southern Calif- tl 
ornia. It was founded by C 
some of the original set- L 
tiers of the city and in a 
July, 1886, it was in¬ 
corporated under the tl 
laws of the state of Ca- w 
lifornia. The present c 
building was built in the o 
following year (1887). c 
Established as a co- c 
operative institution, our a 
library has grown ever tl 
since steadily and as a o 
rule at a more rapid rate 
than the city itself. It f 
still renders more real s 
service per person than t 
do some of the other s 
smaller city libraries that 3 
are fortunately support- ) 
ed by greater financial i 
budgets. I 

In the early days, an i 
intellectual and progres- , 
sive imprint was given to | 
our city that has never > 
since been obliterated. 
When Sierra Madre was i 
but a community of 
ranches lying at the base 
of the mountains, the 
need of an intellectual 
and study center was re¬ 
cognized. In as much as 
there was no method by 
which public financial 
support could be sup- 
lied, the leaders in the 
community banded 
themselves together and 
by cooperative effort 
achieved what otherwise 
would have been im¬ 
possible to them all, 
acting as individuals. 

At the time the lib¬ 
rary was started, there 
were only about 50 fa¬ 
milies in Sierra Madre 
living in as many homes. 

Approximately 40 of 
these subscribed $3041 
to the fund for the 
erection of the library 
building. The land, as 
well as S20(X) ot this 
amount,was donated by 
Mrs. R. E. Ross in 
memory of her husband. 

The community at that 
time boasted of but one 
church — the Church 
of the Ascension, located 
about where the present 
building stands, — one 
school house, which 
stood where Kersting 
Court now is. The whole 
northwest corner ol 
Baldwin and Central 
comprised the school 
grounds; the town hall 
which is still standing on 
the north east corner ol 
Central and Baldwin; 
and 5 or 6 store build¬ 
ings. 

At that time it was 
thought that the luture 
business section ol the 
growing c o m m unit y 
would be located at 
Markham, (now Lima) 
and Central. This was 
indeed a small settlement 
to undertake a coopera¬ 
tive task such as a pub¬ 
lic library, which was 
destined for many years 
at least, to be support¬ 
ed by the annual dues 
and subscriptions ol its 
members and users. 


library building, he shares 
an active part in all the 
early proceedings of the 
association. 

The others of the first 
board of directors who 
were elected and served 
through the second year 
without charge, were 
F^rolessor John J. Hart, 
the chairman W. B. 
Crisp; P. T. Reed, J. N. 
F.ewis, N. H. Hosmer 
and F^ercy R. Wilson. 

The building in which 
the public library has al¬ 
ways been located, was 
completed in the summer 
of 1887 and the first so¬ 
cial gathering held in 
celebration thereof, was 
a book social held on 
the evening of Oct. 12 
of that year. 

Miss Steele was the 
first paid librarian and 
she served the associa¬ 
tion until Dec. of 1889. 
She received a salary of 
$12 to $15 a month. 
Mrs. F^ratt, one of the 
members of the associa¬ 
tion,acted as regular lib¬ 
rarian for the first 3 
months of 1890. At 
that time it was clearly 
seen that it would be 
financially impossible to 
continue with a paid lib¬ 
rarian upon a stated sa¬ 
lary. 

T h c I c a f t e r, t h e 
scheme of having a dif¬ 
ferent member of the as¬ 
sociation act as librarian 
for one month each in 
rotation was used. This 
unique arrangement 
worked successfully lor 
20 years. The only re¬ 
muneration these volun¬ 
teer librarians received 
for their services was an 
annual membership in 
the librarv association 


and it was not until July, 
1908 that a regular lib¬ 
rarian was employed 
again. This time, the sa¬ 
lary was set at $12 per 
month. Mrs. F. B. 
Wheatly was the first in 
the series of paid lib¬ 
rarians and she served 
the association and the 
public library until Aug¬ 
ust of 1918. (The city has 
been in control of the 
library since 1910.) 

Marian 1.. Gregory 
followed Miss Wheatly 
but only served 9 months 
or until June, 1919, 
when Ninna M. Wolfe 
became the regular lib¬ 
rarian. Miss Wolfe act¬ 
ed in that capacity un¬ 
til March, 1922, when 
Elsie Roger succeeded 
her. Miss Rogers, how¬ 
ever, only served 4 
months when Lulu 
Moore was appointed to 
the position. Miss Moore 
still remains as librarian 
and on Aug. 17, she 
will have served the city 
of Sierra Madre 13 years, 
the longest period of 
continuous service of 
any of the librarians, 
either under the old as¬ 
sociation or under the 
municipality. 

“While figures and 
statistics are boresome, 
two comparisons with 
figures showing the 
growth of the Sierra 
Madre city library dur¬ 
ing this 5()-year period 
are not without interest. 
The total number of 
volume and the total an¬ 
nual expenditure at 10- 
year intervals, proves 
conclusively that the lib¬ 
rary has been far from 
standing still. It should 
be noted that our annual 


circulation for books has 
been close to 4 times 
the total number of 
volumes on the shelves. 
That is to say, if the 
circulation was evenly di¬ 
vided, each volume 
would circulate 4 times 
each year.
